MIGHT HAVE CHANGED HISTORY 


It is easy to surmise what might have been had something 
occurred at a critical- moment* but of course there is nut er 
anything certain about this. However, there is a chapter in 
American history little known that might have changed the 
entire course of events. That was the expedition led into 
Mexico by Gen. Jo Shelby in 1865. 
When the surrender came in the spring of that year, j 
Shelby and 1,000 Confederate soldiers 
decided 
to 
seek 
refuge in Mexico, instead of laying down their arms. 
To 
them the future appeared dark and thinking that there was 
little left for them to look forward to in the United States, 
they decided to to ' their fortunes in Mexico. 
At that time Mexico was occupied by the French who 
had placed Maximilian of Austria on the imperial throne. 
Juarez, a full blood Aztec Indian who was president of Mexi­ 
co, had been driven to the mountains and at one time he and 
his band were driven across into Texas. The sympathy of the 
United States government was with 
Juarez 
and 
with the 
closing of the Civil War this country 
demanded 
that the 
French troops be withdrawn, 
On arriving at the Rio Grande Shelby held a council with j 
his men to decide on their future course. He favored joining t 
forces with Juarez, but the majority insisted on offering their 
services to Maximilian. Shelby yielded and the little army 
marched into Mexico. They fought several bloody battles 
with forces of brigands and finally 
reached 
Mexico City. 
There Shelby offered his support to 
Maximilian 
and out-; 
lined a plan for enlisting thousands o fformer soldiers of the; 
Confederacy and of the Union who were ready for any kind j 
of adventure. Had Maximilian been able to see the vital im­ 
portance of the matter and had understood the precarious­ 
ness of his own position* Shelby would probably kave toon 
rallied an army that would have held the country tf a peace­ 
ful course and given it a chance to develop its resources. 
However, the emperor declined the offer. 
The expedition then broke up and ipost of the men . ac­ 
cepted an offen of land in a newly established colony and 
settled down. Shelby took up the work of freighting. 
However, the end was not far off. 
The 
United States 
* forces supplied Juarez with arms and ammunition and the 
government became more insistent on 
the 
withdrawal of 
.French troops. When the country was evacuated Maximilian 
was soon captured and shot and the American colonists were 
robbed and dispersed. Mexictj returned to its state of semi­ 
barbarity and the dream of an American empire came to 
an end. 
« 
With 40,000 or 50,000 well trained American soldiers at 
his command Maximilian might have maintained his position 
and in time Mexico might have become tranquil. 
It was a 
task beyond his ability without outside aid and by men who 
knew conditions as he was never able to realize them.
